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VII. Jn Account of a Stone found in the Sto^ 
mach of a Lady on DiJfeSiion^ another in 
the left Kidney^ and fame fmaller ones in the 
GaU'Bladder. By Mr. William Clerk, Sm^ 
geon. CommHnicated by Dr. Charles Pre« 
fton. 



N the year 1^90. having the Curiofity to vifie the 
Mineral Wells, called Moffet Wells , in the County 
of Annandde in Scotland , I had there an oecafion of 
Differing a Lady who had been drinking of the Wa- 
ters, by advice of her Phyficians, for a Diftemper in 
her Stomach, viz. a continual Voiiiitiog, as alfo for 
the Dolor Nephritkus ^^ How long file had been troii* 
bled with thefc Diflempers, or what time flie continued 
todrinkof the Waters I had no account^ only this I 
know, fhe dyed in a fit of Vomiting , the reafoo 
whereof Teems to be plain and obvious j for upon dif- 
fering the Stomach, 1 found a Stone of the bignefs and 
form as in fig. i. the corner a. was alinoft fixed in the 
Pylorus^ fo that the pafTage from the Stomach to the io- 
reftioes was near quite ILut up. The fubflance of this 
Stone IS a little Spongy, weighing about eight Drams 
and an half On Difledion of the left Kidney, I four 
alfb a Stone of the fame Subftance and form, as repre 
fented in fig, x. weighing atout five Drams, and in th 
Gail Bladder I found feverai Stones,as reprefented in %], 
iveighingtwo Drams. 

That Stones daily generate in tke Fefica 7Jrinaria^ 
Reins and Veficula fellis, is a thing very ordinary and 
oaimv:r3 but that Sroneslhould be bred in- the Sto- 
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rnacli of a human Body, is not Co very common j 
However, it ktms they have been produced by the 
fame common Caufe and petrefying Matter. But I 
Hill apt to believe (bme extraneous body has given ori^ 
ginc to that oi the Stomach, as it happens frequently 
cvxn in thofe extra^ed from the P'efica Vrinaria. 
Monneur Tokt in his Treatife of Lithotomy^ relates a 
Story of a Soldier iliat was cut for the Stone, and an 
Iron T^g taken out of it, Paraus^lih,2^, chap. 15-. re- 
ports the like. Hildanus de LtthiaftCh.^, coLz. writes 
that a Geneva Man dying after twenty eight years com- 
plaint of Gravel , on difle^tion they found a Stone 
whereof a leaden Bullet was the Kernel, which he had 
received by a Musket Shot, 'jofeph CaviI/art^Oh(.viij, 
relates a parallel Cafe. 

Stones generated in the Stomach CKcite horrid pains, 
but there are fcarce any clear figns by which they can be 
diftinguiibed from others, except the continuance of the 
pain ,• fometimes they areejcft^dby Vomit ; but we 
have a moft notable-inftanceof Stones adherent to the 
bottom of the Stomach* in Horfiius, lib. Inft. p. i^z. 
viz. Religiofm qui Jam nobilis ordinis San^i Benedict ^ 
Monaflerii campidonenfis cuflos Jeptem circiter aminos per 
Intervalla miris mod is conjli^atur cum morhis S? prater 
Ceteras res fapimde dolor e circa regionem Cartiiaginisen' 
fiformis conquerehatur^ pofi mortem apertus futt ^ ventri- 
culo Dijfeiioplures quam triginta cakulos nmc majoresnunc 
minores fmdo acjuhjlantis ventriculi pertinacijftme adh£' 
rentes cum maxima adflantium admiraiione extraxit, T<uit 
ieveral extraneous Bodies are oft^imes found in rhe Sto- 
mach, being fwailowed over, either wilfully or by acci- 
dent,- We have the Authority of Semer. lib. prax. 5, 
par.z. Jer. i, cap. XV. primo enim compertum efl nummos^ 
glohulos plurnheos^ clavas^mucrones gladiorum vf? Cultro-

And amongfl: the Rarities in the Anatomy Hall at 
Ley den, there is preferved a Knife ten Inches in length, 
which was cut out of a Peafants Stomach, and he lived 
eight years after. It has been of a long time the re- 
ceived Opinion of PhyficianSy. that Wounds in the Sto- 
mach were mortal, but we have alfo a late inftance of 
the contrary, Philof. Tranf Numb, x 19. 

It were eafy to give a number of frelh inftances of the 
fwallowing down of Money, ^c. and there are fome 
late Accounts in Thilof Tranf, but there is a Gentleman 
one y\x. Cameron, an Epifcopal Divine, who fome years 
ago in a frolick fwallowed half a Crown, who is alive 
to this Day , and finds no great Inconveniency there- 
by. 

That Stones are not only formed in the Stomach, ve- 
fica urinaria y Rtins and vejicula fslliSj but alfo in all o- 
ther parts of the Body, is without all controverfy con- 
firmed by manifold Obfervations snd Experience, for 
Stones in the Bm%vide Philofoph Tranfa^. Num-b.xx8. 
Stones cut out of the Kidnies, Numb- 233. Stones in 
the Ureters and Kidnies, Numb. 2,3 3. Stone as big as 
an Hens Egg in the Gall Bladder, Numb- x33>. Stone 
bred at the root of the Tongue, Numb. 247. Tulpim 
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mlviS&lfMeJ. likt. cap.x^. has thefc words, Cakii- 
him uhivis Locorum m homine reperiri certum eft, Vidit eum 
ex utero erumpere Hipp, ex pulmone Gale^us^ ex capite 
Holler im, ah InteftimsTrimavellim ex Liene ac fell is vef- 
tkufa ut alii^ficnos^ ex Lingua ac colli glandulis^ fed caU 
i/aium qtii in arteriis Invenerit equidem haLlenm invent 
mminem ^ Pamus^ lib. z^, ch. i^. fays, he took one 
from a Man's Knee. Horfi. lib. ohf ^ pag. 249. men- 
tions om who voided Two hundred thirty three Stones 
per Annum y and another that voided One hundred ^ndi 
fifty: fage \^o. relates a cafe where Two hundred 
were taken out of the Gall Bladder^ (bine quadrangular 
nnd of a brown and yellow colour ; but that which 
is -more ilrange is, that Stones fliould be found even in 
the Vieart it icj£ HorftAih, 4, cap. aj. Quodque nota^ 
tu dignum circa valvulas dexiri ventriculi cakulum ex 
tartaro concretum inftar minor is caflanes nncis ccr^prejjtoris 
MemhranofiB valvdarum Juhjlantii^ adnatmt confpicitur^ 
pag.

Now that Stones are generated in all parts of the Bo- 
dy, is almoflcJear to a DemoPiftranon/ confirmed by 
io many oblervations of credible Perfoos, but more or- 
dinarily are formed In the Kidnics^ and Fejica Vrinariai 
becaufe more properly defiga'd to feparate and contain 
the ferum of the Blood, and tor that t^^ion Stones in the 
Reins, and vefica urinaria^ are more troublefome to 
Perfons afDic^ed therewith, then in any other part of 
the Body ; (x J Becaufe the parts are more (enfible ; 
(i,) Becaufe they flop the paflage for evacuating the 
Serum, that is continually (epararingf/om the Biood^ 
and by confequence diilend the Ve/Iels, and focaufe hor- 
rid pains. 

As for the Figures and bignefs of ihofe Stones, that is 
a thing very uncertain, for they are found of ail 
Forms and Shapes , Tome bigger , fbme lefs ; (bme of 
a prodigious bigneft, for which vide Philojoph. Tranfa^. 
Numb.2z2. and T'e^/^/'s Treatife of Lithotomy. 

Stones are not only found in Human Bodies, but alfo 
infeveral parts of other /Animals, as Bezoar Stone found 
in the Stomach of a kind of Goat in both hidies, as 
alfo in the Stomach of Monkies (vi hich is efteemed the 
beft : ) There is alfb a kind of Bezoar called Cow Bezoar^ 
found in the Stomach of a Cow. Hippolithus found in 
the Stomach of Horfes, JEga^opila^ in the Capra Al- 
pina,&LQ, it were needlefi i<s mention any more^ thefe fo^ 
ftances being fufficient. 

The Writers of the Materia Medka afcribe great ver* 
tucs to thefe Stones, and particularly the Bezoar, and 
hav^e wrote large Enccmiums upon them, to whom I re- 
fer. But if Phyficians would confider ferioufly the true 
worth of them, and virtue in the Cure of Difeafes, they 
would fiodj that their vertue proceeds more from their 



being broiiglit from- a foreign Country, and a comoiofT 
Fogaeandcfteeni they have got in the World,, then IVoni 
any intriofick ¥eriiicth€y have in the cure of Diicafes • 
and that wh|ch feems iiiofl to recommend them is cheir 
extravagant Price : WherefiS we can name tv^-enty Me* 
ilicines in the Materia Medka^ that each of thcnn is as 
ffciliialj a not more, in the Cure of Oifeafes, aod to 
be procured at lefs Charges.

H-Ere is the Defcrlption of the way- of perforraiiig 
the Operation, for the extraction of the Stone out 
of the Bladder, by Brother James a|i Hermit io Frame, 
as \ received it from Paris. 

He maketh .life of a Steel SfalT, -much .bigger and- 
Hiorter than thofc which are commonly made ufeof; 
it is fhortcrfrom the top to the bending of ir, it bends 
more than ours, he harh' but two, one for Men and ano- 
ther for Children. 

His-Condudor is llender and longer than ours, the 
point . whereof, which goes into the Bladder, being of 
theFigure^of a Lozenge, is wide and open in the e:^trc- 
mity. 

His Forceps have longer brandies than ours i but the 
liolds of them are Ihorter and wider, with many large 
Teeth witliio. 
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
